Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1,2,7,8,13,15, and 17-20 (renunmbered as 1-10) are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
This application is for a method and apparatus for measuring fly height. 

• Claims 1 ,7,1 3, and 20 specifies a a method and apparatus for measuring fly height 
which requires: 

"...a disk having a plurality of pinholes and a plurality of protrusions formed by 
migrating a product to the surface of the disk from a base layer of the disk through 
the pinholes to form a corrosion product, the protrusion having with a height greater 
than an estimated flying height of a slider formed on a surface of the disk. . .. " 

These features, in combination with the other features of Claims 1,7,13, and 20 are not 

anticipated by, nor made obvious over, the prior art of record.
